Council building projects to 
date, The ‘contractors are 
Messrs Weaver and Smith, of 
Altona, who have also been 


responsible for the erection of 
the Youth Halli in Nellie Street 
fasu year, and the Lifesavers’ 
Trainmg Centre on the Esplan- 
ade, in 1957. 

The cost of the new building 
is £8340, £4000 of which has 
come from Government Grants, 
and -£500 from local contribu-

Instead of throwing away 
children’s socks when the feet 
are worn out put a smalllength 
of dark colored fet. cut into 
shoe sole shape, and attach to 
the feet “of- worn socks with 
wool crochet.
